TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Acad- 
emy Auditorium in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 
11th day of March, next, at ten o'clock in the forenoon 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
budget, to raise as estimated therein the necessary 
funds to transact the town’s business for the ensuing 
year. 


4, To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


6. Tosee if the Town will vote to accept the budget 
of the Electric Light Department. 


7. To hear the reports of all committees and take 
action relating thereon. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Plan- 
nig Board of seven members with duties as set forth 
in Sections 1-15, Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes 
Annotated, 1955, to make a study of the Town’s develop- 
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ment and report to the Town appropriate recommenda- 
tions for promotion and maintenance of the Town's 
best development. The Board members shall consist 
of one Selectman and six other citizens appointed by 
the Selectmen, as provided in Chapter 36, N. H. Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $25.00 for the expenses of the Plan- 
ning Board. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize to 
continue the Town Hall Committee for another year, 
and to authorize it to receive estimates on major items 
of renovation, to present at the 1959 Town Meeting, or 
take any action thereon. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300.00 to make repairs to the 
Town Hall, or take any action thereon. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,200.00 for a resident physician. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,586.08 to be used in the develop- 
ment, maintenance, and supervision of the Recreation 
Field, or take any action thereon. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire a part-time bookkeeper and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to defray the salary expenses 
of this work. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee of three citizens to 
investigate the need for a full-time bookkeeper to han- 
dle the clerical work of all the Town Officers and all 
departments. This committee to report to the Town 
Meeting of 1959 on their findings and recommendations 
for whatever clerical system they may deem advisable; 
if a system is advisable they shall make provision in 
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the Warrant of 1959 for the salary and expenses of a 
bookkeeper. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,538.90 to defray the overdraft from 
the Town’s funds necessitated by the increased volume 
of police duty required in 1957, which had not been 
anticipated at the time the budget for 1957 was esti- 
mated. 


17. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $856.18 for TRA. By so doing, the 
Town will be entitled to a contribution from the State 


of $5,707.89. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000.00 to rebuild, cap, and/or oil 
a section or sections of highway within the town, selec- 
tion of location or locations to be made by a committee 
of five persons, consisting of the Selectmen, Road Agent, 
and some impartial citizen chosen by the other four, 
this sum to be the only appropriation for such work 
this year, or take any action thereon. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to accept the road 
leading to Pratt Pond from Poor Farm Road, this road 
beginning opposite Walter Kuusisto’s house toward 
Pratt Pond to the end of the Hagelberg new construc- 
tion, or take any action thereon. 


20. To see what action the Town will take to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to maintain, as a winter road, the 
way to the residence of William O. and Madeline H. 
Stumpf via the residence of Marion H. and E. Lawrence 
Davis, or take any action thereon. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a 
town road, the road along the recreation field to Marvin 
Salmonson’s house. And to repair it, the Road needs 
four inches of gravel and to be topped off with Farmer’s 
mix which is a permanent finish. The distance of 2/10 
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of a mile. To raise and appropriate the sum of $650.00 
or take any action thereon. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to close the fol- 
lowing unused and unmaintained roads, subject to pro- 
visions of Gates and Bars. 


a. The Whirlpool Road, leading from the property 
of Mrs. Roger P. Bird and Miss Joy Bird, formerly 
known as the Cushing Farm, to the River Road 
at the Whirlpool. 


b. The Tenney Road from the New Ipswich-Green- 
ville Road over Jefts Hill to the Temple-Greenville 
Road. 


c. Binney Hill Road from the entrance to Frandila‘s 
camp to the entrance to the Brooks Place, known 
as “Overline”. 


d. The Road from the entrance to the Souhegan 
Country Club easterly to Route 124. 


23. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to give permission to the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. to spray with brush killer chemicals the 
stumps of the brush which has been cut under their lines 


along the highways. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $202.00 (1/100 of 1% of the valua- 
tion of the town) to the Monadnock Region Association 
of Southwestern New Hampshire for issuance and dis- 
tribution of printed matter, newspaper and magazine 
advertising, and other means of calling attention to the 
resources and natural advantages of the town, in co- 
operation with the other thirty-seven towns of the 
Monadnock Region. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to approve the 
Town Report.

REPORT OF HIGHWAY PROGRESS IN 1957 


The year 1957 probably broke all records for Town 
sponsored highway and bridge construction; fortunate- 
ly with much of this work the benefit of state and fed- 
eral aid was received. 

The Town new road construction included finishing 
the work on Manley Road which for the greater part 
had been done the previous year and widening, cap- 
ping and oiling three other sections of highway. These 
were the Frank Reed Road from Bank Village to High- 
bridge, a section of road in Smithville from the bottom 
of Page Hill across to the Cemetery, and the road 
around the Congregational Church. This work bene- 
fitted residents from several sections of the town as well 
as improving the school bus and rural mail routes. 


TRA work under a two-year accelerated program 
enabled us to benefit from reduced construction costs 
in completing the Back Ashby Road under one opera- 
tion while at the same time getting the use of this road 
in its finished entirety this year. The saving effected by 
doing the two year job in one year plus the use of town 
grader amounted to $1,060.75, which balance has been 
returned to the Town to apply toward next year’s TRA. 
The 1958 TRA apportionment is larger than in previous 
years; and after the loan which we had procured for the 
two-year accelerated program has been retired next 
July, we shall still have a balance available in the state’s 
account for new TRA construction after July 1, 1958 
to the amount of $2,224.82. 


The widening and rebuilding of the top part of the 
Highbridge Bridge was completed this summer, being 
a contract job done by Mr. Curtis Mooney of Bristol, 
N. H. under supervision of the State of N. H. Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Highways. Mr. Mooney’s 
bid on this job was $45,723.70 to which was added 
10% for engineering and contingencies, amounting to

$4,572.37, for a total estimated cost of $50,296.07. Of 
this amount the federal aid is slated for 50%, while the 
State and Town share the balance equally. As yet the 
exact amount of federal aid to be received has not been 
determined and consequently the Town has not yet 
received its final bill. We have received a bill for the 
amount of $10,000.00 in part payment, however, which 
has been paid; and the balance of the cost will be billed 
after the federal aid has been determined. 
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Forest Fire Prevention is Everybody's Business 


New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in 
its forest fire problem —97 percent of all our forest 
fires being man-caused and preventable —a_ serious 
indictment of interest in our own welfare and that of 
our neighbor. Both the State and the towns are striving 
diligently to effectively meet the challenge through 
education of the public to the threat fire presents to 
our woodlands; by maintaining a well trained corps of 
wardens and deputy wardens in every community 
and by providing ample opportunity for all who wish 
to dispose of unwanted waste materials. Carelessness 
and perverseness, however, continue to be the big 
hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes 
and matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters 
and fishermen; careless burning of debris during haz- 
ardous periods in dangerous locations; illegal burning; 
improperly extinguished debris, camp and cook fires — 
all result in serious loss of property, disruption of in- 
dustry and farm work and unnecessary expenditure of 
town and state funds. 

To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your 
community and your local forest fire warden need 
YOUR thoughtful and cooperative effort — The rules 
are simple. 


1. Don’t burn at home — use your town dump and 
avoid all fire problems. 


2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written per- 
mit from your local forest fire warden when 
the ground is not covered with snow. Permits 
are required for open debris fires, home inciner- 
ators, outdoor fire places and camp fires. Your 
warden is instructed to permit burning if weather 
conditions, site and type of burning are safe. 


3. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, cigar- 
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ettes and matches — are completely out before 
discarding them. Use ash trays in automobiles. 


4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook 
fires are completely out before leaving them. 


5. Insist that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 


6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aid him to extinguish it.

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REPORT OF THE STUDY COMMITTEE FOR 
A PLANNING BOARD 


At the Town Meeting last March, an article was 
passed empowering the Selectmen to appoint a commit- 
tee of five members for the purpose of studying the 
needs of this town and to recommend the procedure 
necessary to meet these needs. The appointed commit- 
tee would like to make this report to you. 

The wording of the article, as passed, gave this com- 
mittee authority only to recommend, legally, a proced- 
ure to the town. The committee had three choices: 1. 
That no planning or regulation is needed in New Ips- 
wich. 2. To recommend a Zoning Commission. 3. To 
recommend a Planning Board. 

After careful thought and study over the past year, 
the committee feels that: 1. New Ipswich would ben- 
efit from an overall community plan and that planning 
is needed in New Ipswich. 2. A Zoning Commission 
exists solely to recommend zoning districts and regula- 
tions without providing this planning for the town’s 
future or welfare. Therefore, the committee has reject- 
ed the first two procedures. 

The committee favors a continuing plan for gradual 
community development and improvement. This is the 
work of a Planning Board. A Planning Board is entirely 
advisory and is established through an article in the 
Town Warrant. The Board is appointed by the Select- 
men and its members serve voluntarily. A Planning 
Board gathers data and facts and recommends what 
action may be taken by you at Town Meetings. By ex- 
ploring our communitys problems and needs, it at- 
tempts to visualize future trends and to recommend a 
plan that will best meet these trends. Other than our 
overworked Selectmen, no unit of the Town Govern- 
ment is in a position to gather these facts and propose 
the recommendations. The committee recommends the 
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adoption of the article in the Town Warrant establish- 
ing a Planning Board. 

One of the tools needed by the Town is an accu- 
rately scaled map of New Ipswich, based on U. S. Ge- 
ological Surveys, and showing the location of all roads, 
rivers, streams and ponds. This map will be of value 
to the School, Fire, Police, Highway and Electric Light 
Departments and of interest to each one of you. 

The committee has been meeting monthly. In June, 
the committee attended an afternoon discussion on 
community planning at the State House. This fall, the 
committee attended a ten-week Seminar in Community 
Planning conducted by the University of New Hamp- 
shire and held in Concord. This Seminar was widely 
attended by representatives from the surrounding com- 
munities and from many towns and cities throughout 
the state. 

The committee has read this report to various or- 
ganizations in town and arranged an open meeting for 
further discussion of community planning.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Playground and Swimming Pool opened for the 
season on Saturday, June 29, and remained open every 
day thereafter through Labor Day, September 2. 


The Swimming Pool was under the direction of 
Miss JoAnne Barrett, Red Cross Water Safety Instruc- 
tor, assisted by Miss Nancy LaPonsie, Red Cross Water 
Safety Instructor and Playground Director. High 
School students, who had passed the Life Saving Class 
in 1956, served as pool assistants. 

After a week of classification, swimming classes 
were held every morning, except Sundays and Mon- 
days, from 10:00 A. M. to 12 Noon. A total of 128 chil- 
dren and adults were enrolled for swimming and life 
saving instruction. The pool was open every afternoon 
for general swimming. Anyone using the pool must 
register the time entering the area and the time leaving 
the area; 2,973 names were registered in the book for 
this season. 

Playground instruction was held every weekday 
morning. Classes were held in tennis and badminton. 
Tournaments were held throughout the summer in ten- 
nis, basketball foul shooting, and tetherball. Volley- 
ball games and softball games were arranged by the in- 
structor. The new tennis and badminton racquets were 
popular additions to the equipment, and the popularity 
of tetherball necessitates the addition of another unit 
this summer. A basketball standard was erected at one 
end of the tennis court for practice shooting. All equip- 
ment must be signed out and in, and the signee is re- 
sponsible for the equipment. The Committee would be 
grateful to receive donations of any usable equipment 
for the Field. 

The Lions Club sponsored a Carnival at the Field 
on June 29 in which all the organizations in town par- 
ticipated. The proceeds were to provide bus transpor- 
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tation to the Field for school children from the outly- 
ing areas. This service began in August and continued 
until the close of the season. 

A Bicycle and Doll Carriage Parade was held in 
July and prizes were awarded for the three best deco- 
rated bicycles and doll carriages. The picnic area was 
used by various groups in town for public gatherings 
and family outings. The annual Water Show and Swim- 
ming Meet was held on August 23. Red Cross Swim- 
ming Certificates were awarded to those who had pass- 
ed successfully the course in which they were enrolled. 
Cups and ribbons were awarded to the winners of the 
swimming and diving events and to the winners of the 
playground tournaments. 

New Ipswich was represented by four baseball 
teams. Little League, a member of the Bordertown 
League; Farm Team; and the Babe Ruth League, a 
member of the Tiny Town League. Eighty boys, ages 
8-15, participated in regular home and home game 
series of league schedules. Fifteen young men played 
on the Town Team, a member of the Crotched Moun- 
tain League. 

The new fence, completely enclosing the swimming 
pool area, has increased the safety and improved the 
appearance of the whole Field. The Committee is ex- 
ceedingly grateful to the Town for this enclosure. The 
new Pool House addition has dressing rooms and stor- 
age facilities for clothing and has added to the con- 
venience of those using the pool. 

Because of the water shortage in town, the fence 
was left unlocked at the end of the season, and. water 
from the pool was available to everyone. It is hoped 
by the Committee that next year a more convenient 
piping service will be available that will make it easier 
to fill water containers should we have another water 
shortage. 

The Committee wishes to thank the many, many 
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townspeople and summer residents and the organiza- 
tions who so generously have donated hours and hours 
of labor and materials. These continuous contributions 
have enabled the Committee to operate the Field at a 
considerable less expense to the Town than otherwise 
would be possible.

To the Inhabitants of the School District in the Town 
of New Ipswich qualified to vote in district affairs: 


“You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Acad- 
emy in said district on the 11th day of March 1958, at 
10:30 o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects. 

1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


8. To choose a Member of the School Board for 
the ensuing three years. 


3a. To choose a Member of the School Board for 
the ensuing year. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 
4a. To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compen- 
sation of any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the sal- 
aries of school district officials and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the district, and 
to authorize the application against said appropriation 
of such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
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state foundation aid fund together with other income; 
the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the school district will adopt as its 
school checklist the Town checklist, as provided in 
RSA 197; 12a, as inserted by Laws of 1957, chapter 57; 
this provision to be effective for the 1959 and subse- 
quent annual district meetings. 


10. To see if the school district will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum not to exceed $3725 for the 
purpose of paying the salary and the district’s share of 
the teacher retirement and social security, of a full- 
time teacher at the Central School, or take any action 
relating thereto. 


11. To see if the district will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $175 for the purpose of paying 
for the additional equipment required and the operat- 
ing costs of an additional room at the Central School, 
or take any action relating thereto.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 
I respectfully submit my first annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with a single 
change in staff. Mrs. Olive Fullam, teacher of grade 1, 
resigned and was replaced by Miss Barbara Evans of 
Salem Teachers College and Boston University. Mrs. 
Dorothea Somero is teaching grades 1 and 2, Mrs. Myr- 
tle Kangas grades 3 and 4, Mrs. Isabelle Eaton grade 
4 and Mrs. Pearl Thompson, Principal of the building, 
teaching grade 5, Mrs. Lillian Maynard teaching grade 
6, and Mr. Elliott Barron teaching at the Junior High 
level at Appleton Academy. 

We have been very fortunate in keeping the major- 
ity of our staff intact, and thus continuing the fine edu- 
cational program that has been traditional in New Ips- 
wich. 

It is felt that the sound realistic salary schedule, 
which was put into effect by the School Board last year, 
will enable us to keep a stable staff, which is the foun- 
dation of a good school system, and sound education. 
Teachers who are familiar with children, their families 
and their background can give more to, and expect 
more from, youngsters in their charge. A stable staff 
more easily works as a team, making adjustments be- 
tween child and teacher very slight and resulting in 
more efficient education. 

Due to increased numbers of children it has seemed 
advisable to divide grades 1 and 4 to reduce to some 
extent the number of children in one room. This ar- 
rangement has permitted us to keep the maximum class 
size, in the primary and intermediate grades, to 31. 
The most important factors in a given teacher's success 
with a class lies with the number of children in a room, 
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and the number of classes being handled. A two-graded 
room, with one grade being small and comparatively 
homogeneous seems to allow for better education, than 
a single-graded room with a larger number of pupils. 


Mrs. Pearl Thompson and her staff are to be com- 
plimented for the fine work being done. It is hoped 
that parents and friends will make every effort to visit 
the school to personally witness the quality of instruc- 
tion taking place. Parental interest in the school, re- 
spect for the teachers and the instructional level being 
reached, has undoubtedly helped to bring about the 
stability of staff which has been reached. 

The Physical Education program under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Line Korpi has been making steady prog- 
ress. In the lowest two grades participation in large 
muscle activity dominates the program with additional 
emphasis on posture, related exercises, and fundamen- 
tals of class organization for movement. In grade three 
simple organized games, still involving large muscles, 
make up the bulk of activity with development slowly 
of ball skills, and fundamental game skills using a ball 
such as volley ball, basketball and softball. There is a» 
continuation of posture work and gymnastics also at 
this level. At the fourth grade level emphasis is placed 
on skills involved in organized ball games, with contin- 
uing emphasis on posture and rhythmic gymnastic 
work. At the grade five and six level, boy and girl ac- 
tivities are separated with emphasis placed on develop- 
ing ball game skills related to softball, soccer, basket- 
ball, volley ball and touch football. In the winter, use 
is made of the Appleton Academy gym. 

The music program has also made excellent progress 
under the direction of Miss Elsie Wheeler. In the lower 
grades most music is associated with physical activity 
of some kind. At the upper level ability to read music 
is developed plus opportunities for appreciation, and 
development of a background for music. Each year a 
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culminating activity features the music program, this 
past year “A Circus Frolic” being presented. 

These areas of Music and Physical Education are in 
our curriculum in an effort to develop the whole child. 
Elementary teachers have their hands full in teaching 
in some eight different academic areas, plus having a 
background in Music, Physical Education and Art. 
However, these latter three areas require of the instruc- 
tor so many special abilities and skills that proper de- 
velopment of knowledge, skills, attitudes and apprecia- 
tions, within the children, can best be achieved through 
a specially trained person who comes into the school 
to work with teachers and pupils. New Ipswich should 
constantly consider the employment of an Art Super- 
visor to help to develop this facet of the child’s educa- 
tion. In many instances children who have difficulty in 
gaining recognition and worth in their own eyes and 
those of their classmates in academic areas find these 
needs filled in these important special areas. Only 
through the help of these specialists are we going to 
best develop these important forms of expression and 
appreciation. . 

Appleton Academy is continuing to render an ex- 
cellent service as New Ipswich’s High School. Mr. 
Hjalmar Maki and his staff are to be complimented for 
a job well done. Realization of the importance of good 
secondary teachers has led Mr. Maki to do all in his 
power to maintain the staff as it presently exists. The 
recent addition to the Academy plant will undoubtedly 
result in better education for the children of New Ips- 
wich. 


Building and Grounds 
The school plant generally is in excellent condition. 
The old boiler at times is a bit unreliable and action 
relative to this matter is noted later in this report. A 
new set of fluorescent lights in Mrs. Kangas’ room has 
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improved a poor situation which once existed and has 
pointed up a similar need in one or two other rooms. 

Mr. William Somero, school custodian, on a full- 
time basis, has proved to be a person ideally suited to 
handling the many and varied technical difficulties 
which come up in the course of a school day. His handi- 
ness has saved the School District many dollars of add- 
ed expense. 

The School District is being given the opportunity 
to vote to raise a sum of money ($200) to plant a hedge 
along the front of the school property adjacent to the 
road and also provide a few plantings about the build- 
ing to make it more pleasing in appearance. The hedge 
would improve the appearance of the school as well as 
provide a safety barried between school and road. 


Special Articles 

Special articles found in the Warrant beyond the 
one already commented on, number six. — 

Article 9 authorizes the School District to consoli- 
date its checklist with that of the Town. Positive action 
will eliminate unnecessary duplication of effort. 

Article 10 places before the district the matter of 
securing the services of an additional teacher. The ad- 
vantage of the additional teacher lies primarily in the 
better instruction, especially in grades one, two and 
three, brought about by a reduced teacher-pupil load. 
Under the current room plan in 1958-59 there would 
be 32 pupils in grade 1; 30 in grade 2, and 29 composed 
of 2nd and 8rd grade pupils. It is felt that a better start 
could be made for these children if the numbers were 
reduced to the vicinity of 25 per class. Without an ad- 
ditional room, class sizes in 1962-63 would be up to 35, 
grade 1; 38, grade 2; 37, grade 3. These numbers ap- 
proach the maximum set by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. If an additional room was set up for 1958-59 the 
average Class size in the first three grades would be 24 
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pupils. In 1962-63 the average could be held to 28. A 
difference of six or seven pupils in these primary grades 
can mean better instruction for all pupils, more chal- 
lenging experiences for the bright, and more attention 
for the slower children who make but little progress 
without almost constant teacher help. The question re- 
solves itself into whether or not New Ipswich wishes to 
pay for this higher quality of education for its children. 

Article 11 is related to Article 10 and covers costs 
for properly equipping this additional room with split 
shades, plus needed costs of light, heat, maintenance. 

Article 12 developed as a result of a petition drawn 
up by interested citizens. The article would provide 
for an oil tank of sufficient size to insure obtaining oil 
for furnaces at a most reasonable price and thus eventu- 
ally pay for the cost of said tank. Current oil tank 
capacity is only 1000 gallons which is quite small for a 
plant the size of the Central School. 

Article 18 allows the School Board to take definite 
action relative to the old boiler. This boiler, on occa- 
sion, fails to properly operate and some money has 
been spent in maintaining it in proper condition. On 
at least one occasion the school program was disturbed 
no end because of boiler failure during the night with 
resultant coldness within the school. It seems also that 
on very cold days this boiler has great difficulty in 
maintaining the heating level in the new rooms, at a 
proper temperature. Linked with this problem is that 
of obtaining fuel to be burned and related problems 
which could be most efficiently handled by this com- 
mittee. 

Article 15 authorizes the District to enter into a con- 
tract with Appleton Academy for the education of New 
Ipswich High School children, at a cost not to exceed 
$28,634.00. This increase has been brought about by 
several factors. The most important being those of in- 
creased costs and decreasing enrollments. Additional 
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costs of materials and instruction are necessary to pro- 
vide the quality of education that New Ipswich wants 
for its children, and also to continue to attract students 
from neighboring towns. This latter factor is a very 
important one in balancing the budget of the Academy. 


Finance 

The School Board’s Budget for 1958-59 calls for an 
appropriation of $98,180.97, an increase of $7,419.16 
over that of last year. The estimated income is slightly 
less than that estimated for this current year, indicating 
that the assessment would be $94,430.97 for 1958-59. 
The major increases are in the following areas; Tuitions 
$5,120; Teachers’ Salaries $1,220; Transportation $635; 
Textbooks $469; Insurance $346.64; Scholars’ Supplies 
$281; Salary of Custodian $200; Salaries of Other Ad- 
ministrative Personnel $162.80 and Repairs and Re- 
placements $100. Decreases were effected in the areas 
of Teachers’ Retirement $429.03; Superintendent's Sal- 
ary (local) $358.40; Lands and New Buildings $250; 
and Additions and Improvements $100. 


Conclusion 

I wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Board and the New Ipswich and Appleton Academy 
staffs, for their cooperation and assistance in continu- 
ing the high quality of education evident in New Ips- 
wich. Special credit should go to the School Advisory 
and Planning Committee for their efforts and their 
study of the school transportation situation. It would 
seem advisable to have this Committee make a formal 
report to the town at the next School District Meeting 
relative to school transportation problems. 

It is a pleasure to work in a community which is so 
actively interested in the quality of education being 
provided by its schools.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The School Board wishes to report on two policies 
which have been formally set up during this past year 
to more definitely outline procedures which have in 


the past been rather haphazardly handled. 


No School Policy Effective January 13, 1958 

1. The primary Transporter will decide after con- 
ferral with the Road Agent, if buses can go on their 
routes and roads are passable. 

2. If the decision favors calling off school, he will 
contact the Chairman of the School Board and Princi- 
pal of Appleton Academy. 

8. The Chairman of the School Board will tele- 
phone NO SCHOOL to Radio Station WBZ in Boston, 
and also call the Elementary School Principal. 

4, Heads of schools will notify their teachers. 


5. Pupils will be notified only by radio. 


Policy and Regulations Pertaining to Rental 
of School Facilities Effective June 1, 1958 


I. Procedure for Renting School Facilities 

a. Parties requesting the use of Central School facil- 
ities for any purpose will contact the Chairman of the 
School Board, stating time and date and facilities de- 
sired. The Chairman will be charged with the booking 
responsibilities, and will rent school facilities in such a 
manner as to eliminate all conflicts. 

b. The keys for the building shall be obtained from 
the Chairman. The Chairman will pass on the rental 
information to the Secretary for the New Ipswich 
School Board. 


II. Conditions of Rental 

a. The custodian will be responsible for making 
available to the parties renting the school facilities such 
equipment as is normally part of the auditorium-class- 
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room or kitchen such as chairs, tables, dishes, etc. The 
school lunch storage room is considered off-bounds to 
all renting parties. The refrigerator in the kitchen may 
be used by the renting parties and shall be made avail- 
able to them upon request. No special equipment as 
record players, projectors, filmstrip machines, etc., will 
be lent out except by special permission from the Prin- 
cipal of the School or the Chairman of the School 
Board. 


b. The custodian will be responsible for seeing that 
all floors and services, including public lavatories, are 
clean and that all chairs are dusted. 

c. If it is necessary to borrow furniture or equip- 
ment from some other source it shall be the responsi- 
bility of the renting or sponsoring party to procure 
same, deliver it to the school, and return it after the 
activity so that it will not interfere with school activi- 
ties. 

d. Placement of chairs, tables, etc., shall be the re- 
sponsibility of the renting group. 

e. The renting parties will be responsible for leav- 
ing the building in the same condition as it was found. 
All disposal of garbage and refuse will be the responsi- 
bility of the renting parties. 

f. Soft drinks may be dispensed from the kitchen. 

g. In case of breakage of equipment and materials, 
the renting party will be responsible for reimbursing 
the School District the full cost of replacing same. 


IIT. Responsibility of School Custodian 

a. The school custodian will be responsible for the 
school plant and shall assume command over any con- 
duct that would result in damage to the plant, or the 
improper use of same. 

b. The school custodian shall be assigned to all 
school sponsored activities including parent-teacher 
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groups, and special teacher groups, as part of his regu- 
lar duties. 


IV. Rental Fees and Information Relating to Same 


a. The following groups shall have the use of the 
school facilities free of rental charge whether or not it 
charges any admission fee. 


1. All school activities and school sponsored activi- 
ties, including those activities conducted in behalf of 
and for children of school age, sponsored by other or- 
ganizations such as Girl Scout groups, Boy Scouts, Cub 
Scouts, Y.M.C.A. groups, Church groups, Service Clubs, 
BUG. 

2. New Ipswich P. T. A. 

3. The New Ipswich Fire Department. 


4. N. H. Farm Extension Service and other farm 
groups and any other activity, if in the opinion of the 
School Board such use if desirable. 


5. Town of New Ipswich (when requested by Se- 
lectmen ). 


All groups using facilities with the exception of the 
P. T. A. and school sponsored activities shall reimburse 
the custodian at the rate of $1.25 per hour, for every 
hour or portion thereof that the building is used, such 
time to start one-half hour before the activity and end 
one-half hour after the activity closes. The New Ipswich 
P. T. A. and school sponsored activities using the facil- 
ities free and who do not reimburse the custodian for 
his time, are requested to organize their programs in 
such a manner as to be able to close the activity so that 
the premises can be vacated on or before eleven o'clock. 
Any organization, excepting those enumerated above, 
desiring to use the facilities for private or profit-making 
enterprise shall be charged the custodial fee. 


V. Church Groups — Summer School 
Church groups desiring to use the school facilities 
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for summer school sessions are to apply for such use 
through the usual channels. 


VI. Manner Making Payments 

a. Payments for use of school facilities and for cus- 
todial services will be made to the Secretary for the 
New Ipswich School District by the renting parties up- 
on receipt of a bill. 

b. The Secretary will be responsible for reimburs- 

ing custodian for services rendered according to the 
schedule in the aforementioned paragraphs. 
VIII. Any person or group not covered under the spe- 
cific terms of this policy will make their requests to the 
School Board through its Chairman, for permission to 
use and determination of charges.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The year was a busy one for the School Nurse in 
New Ipswich. I made twenty-one visits to the schools 
to carry out the work of a part-time school nurse. Two 
Polio vaccine clinics were held at the Central School 
and vaccine was given to over three hundred children 
of the town from six months to twenty-one years of age. 
The State Department supplied the vaccine and it was 
given under the supervision of the State Health Nurses, 
Mrs. Marie Fahey and Mrs. Hazel Somes. The P. T. A. 
gave valuable assistance in supplying clerks and nurses, 
as well as the Commercial Class from Appleton Acad- 
emy, who assisted in keeping a record of all inocula- 
tions given, for use in the future. 
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I gave hearing tests with the use of the Maico Indi- 
vidual Audiometer and found two children with loss of 
hearing. This condition has been discussed with par- 
ents and further treatment has been obtained. 

Communicable disease was a problem during the 
year. German Measles, Mumps and Chicken Pox were 
suffered by many children. Bruises and falls are com- 
mon but luckily are not always too serious. One child 
did break his leg while on the playground but suffered 
no deformity. 

Dr. Cayward examined all children and I assisted 
by keeping the records and sending notices of defects 
to the parents of the children. There was no Dental 
Clinic held this year because of the lack of matching 
funds to be obtained from the State of New Hampshire.
